suspect tro uble o f co urse. 
The perfect heart is reg ular in its pulsatio ns, g o ing steadily alo ng 
quite deliberate in its actio n. 
If the pulse dro ps a 
beat no w and then, is painfully slo w, o r suddenly 
dev elo ps speed like a race-ho rse, the sy mpto m de­ 
serv es attentio n. 
1 do no t mean by this that o ne o f these happen­ 
ing s is a sig n o f so mething dang ero us. 
It may be 
a passing thing and o f no co nsequence whatev er. 
Indeed, it may be a chro nic and ev er-present co ndi­ 
tio n and y et be o f little impo rtance. 
It is no t at all unco mmo n to find a perso n in 
pretty g o o d health who has co nsiderable irreg ularity 
o f the heart’s actio n. 
The do cto rs g iv e it a lo ng , 
hard name— “ arrhy thmia.” 
Of co urse, in simple 
lang uag e, this means no thing mo re than lack o f 
rhy thm. 
it is not at all an uncommon 
thing to find that 
the pulse of y oung children and y oung udults, 
to o , is 
q uite irreg ular. As they g row older, the heart settles 
down to perfect reg ularity . 
A lter a severe attack o f o ne o f the fev ers, the heart’s rhy thm 
m ay be disturbed for a time.
